OF CHURCHES 


The new National Council of the 
arches of Christ in the United States 
America came into being officially on 
ednesday morning, November 29, 1950, 
ithe Auditorium, Cleveland, Ohio.

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Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, president of the 
United Lutheran Church in America, pre- 
sided at the plenary business session of the 
General Assembly which brought the 
National Council into being. 


Bishop John S. Stamm, Evangelical 
United Brethren Church, read selections 
from John 14, 15, 16, Ephesians, and 2 
Timothy. He declared that the last verse 
that he read was prophetic. It was: 
“God did not give us a spirit of fearful- 
ness, but of power and love and disci- 
pline.” 2 Timothy 1: 7. 

Bishop Stamm then invited the assem- 
bly to unite in silent prayer. A holy hush, 
perfect stillness, truly silent prayer! Sel- 
dom have we so sensed the impact of the 
Holy Spirit upon the spirits of a great 
congregation. The bishop continued the 
spirit of devotion by praying audibly for 
further divine guidance. 

Dr. Hermann N. Morse, secretary and 
acting chairman of the Planning Commit- 
tee gave a report of that committee, in the 
absence of Dr. Luther A. Weigle, chair- 
man, who was recovering from a serious 
operation. This was followed by a read- 
ing of the call for the meeting. 


That morning the newspapers reported 
the unprovoked attack of the Chinese 
Communists on the United Nations troops 
below the Manchurian border. Dr. Morse 
reminded us that in 1941 on the occasion 
of starting the work of formulating the 
National Council that a report was re- 
ceived at the meeting in Atlantic City on 
the disaster at Pearl Harbor. Slightly less 
than nine years later came the news of 
the Chinese Communist aggression. The 
General Assembly of the National Coun- 


cil met under a dark cloud, yet throughout 


the sessions, although the seriousness of 
the international situation was never dis- 
regarded, hope for the future was re- 
peatedly expressed. 


Continuing the formal constituting of 
the council, Chairman Fry called upon the 
denominational delegations to rise, of 
whom he asked the following question: 


“Do you, as members of the constituting 
denominations declare that your com- 
munions have approved the formation of 
the National Council of the Churches of 
Christ in the United States of America 
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and have agreed to become -members 
thereof, and do now authorize your repre- 
sentatives to sign the official documents?” 

To this question the delegations re- 
sponded, “We do,” in unison. The de- 
nominational delegations were then seated 
and the chairman made a statement as 
follows: 

“Consent having been given, and au- 
thority having been invested in twenty- 
nine denominational representatives to 
affix their names to the official documents, 
I now call upon each of these duly ap- 
pointed representatives to come forward 
and sign such official documents as the 
name of his communion is announced.” 

All parts of the constituting ceremony 
were impressive in themselves, some being 
more colorful than others, yet there 
seemed to be an undercurrent of the seri- 
ousness of purpose which was not lost 
sight of even with all the pageantry. As 
the names of representatives were called, 
each one went forward to a table at the 
center of the platform in front of the altar. 

Rev. Elmo F. Randolph was the Sev- 
enth Day Baptist representative who signed 
the official documents for the Seventh 
Day Baptist General Conference. The 
front cover of this issue of the Sabbath 
Recorder speaks eloquently of his part and 
the part of Seventh Day Baptists in this 
significant occasion. After the repre- 
sentatives had signed the documents, the 
chairman officially stated the “Act of Con- 
stitution” which follows. 

“The representatives of the communions 
have now certified their official intent to 
be members of and to share in the work 
of the National Council. Therefore, as 
your presiding officer, I declare that the 
National Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the United States of America is officially 
constituted. Let us now dedicate it to 
the glory of God and to the service of 
mankind.” 

There followed an expression of dedi- 
cation in unison by the people present.

Beginning with the second stanza of 
the hymn the representatives on the plat- 
form formed a recessional and proceeded 
to the rear of the auditorium. With the 
conclusion of the hymn, all were seated 
for the further business of the General 
Assembly. 


Thus the National Council came into 
being. 


The separate interdenominational agen- 
cies no longer exist officially. In some 
cases, due to legal aspects, certain agencies 
found that it is necessary to maintain an 
organization in name for a time at least. 


As concerns the constituting commun- 
ions, we should ever keep before us that 
the new organization is a council of 
Churches and not a Church. It is re- 
ported that at least one prominent leader 
stated that the National Council was but 
the next step toward Church union. How- 
ever, let it be clearly understood that this 
leader is in the vast minority, for cer- 
tainly in the framework of the National 
Council as now constituted there are de- 
nominations which would have nothing 
whatsoever to do with the council if such 
were the case. Without question, the ma- 
jority of the constituting communions 
would never stand for labeling the Na- 
tional Council a “Union Church” or “The 
Church.” This organization will ever 
be a council of Churches, otherwise it 
would cease to exist.

As a consequence, our recommendations 
hphasize the importance of recognizing 
is special challenge of the chaplaincy. 
le have suggested to the military services

{ncy and increased responsibility for sup- 
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plying qualified candidates. We have 
suggested to the denominations that they 
accept this greater responsibility and take 
further steps to highlight the importance 
of the chaplaincy within their denomina- 
tions. We have pointed out that the 
ministry in the Armed Forces should be 
at least on an equal footing with the min- 
istry in civilian life. 

The chaplains are a positive influence 
for good and they are serving effectively 
to promote the spiritual welfare of the 
Armed Forces in a manner calculated to 
enhance the best interests of the Nation. 
With pride and confidence we say to you 
that our Department of Defense is doing 
a highly commendable job in meeting the 
responsibilities of the military for the re- 
ligious and spiritual welfare of the mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces and their fami- 
lies, and that the country’s citizens should 
be proud of their chaplaincy in the Armed 
Services and should extend to chaplains 
their fullest understanding, appreciation, 
and support.

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TRIPLE ORDINATION SERVICE

A most unusual service — and possibly 
the first such service in Seventh Day Bap- 
tist history — took place on November 11, 
when a triple ordination service for a 
pastor, deacon, and deaconess was held 
by the Evangelical Seventh Day Baptist 
Church at Washington, D. C. Rev. Lee 
Holloway, pastor of the Church, was or- 
dained to the gospel ministry, and during 
the same service Grover S. Brissey was 
ordained a deacon, and Mrs. Lee Hollo- 
way, wife of the pastor, was. ordained a 
deaconess. 

Dr. A. J. C. Bond, dean of the School 
of Theology, Alfred University, Alfred, 
N. Y., preached the ordination sermon 
before a congregation numbering approxi- 
mately 90 persons, including many local 
and out-of-town visitors. Seventh Day 
Baptist Churches in several states were 
represented. 


The invocation was given by Rev. Paul 
S. Burdick, Salemville, Pa. Rev. Lester 
G. Osborn, Shiloh, N. J., was elected 
president of the ordination council and he 
conducted the period in which each can- 
didate gave a statement of personal belief 
and Christian experience, followed by 
questioning. Rev. Ralph H. Coon, Salem,

The charge to the pastor was given by 
Rev. Lester G. Osborn; to the deacon, by 
Deacon Harley Bond, Salem, W. Va.; and 
to the deaconess, by Mrs. Bert Sheppard, 
deaconess of the Shiloh, N. J., Church.

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BRITISH GUIANA’S 
DOORS ARE OPEN 
By Rev. Wardner T. Fitz Randolph 


About the Colony 

When the Missionary Society asked me 
'go to British Guiana, I began to: learn 
hat I could about British Guiana. I 
joked up its location on the map, and was 
prised to learn that it is as far from 
maica to British Guiana as it is from 
‘maica to New York. I also found that 
“was impossible to get a ship going to 
eorgetown, so I made my plans to go by 
ane. 

My plane left Kingston at 9 a.m., and 
tached Port of Spain in Trinidad at 5 
m. We spent the night there, and went 
a by plane to Georgetown the following 
ay, making a brief stop of thirty minutes 
t Venezuela. We reached Georgetown 
>4 p.m. The last two hours’ flight was 
yer the tropical jungles of British Guiana. 
Ve flew low enough to observe some of 
re details of the forests below. The tops 
f the trees were a solid mass of green, 
ith here and there a clump of trees con’ 
derably taller than the others, and hav- 
ig a reddish hue. These, I was given to 
nderstand, were mahogany trees, No- 
there was there any opening in the jungle, 
xcepting where the rivers flowed. These 
vers were often very wide. Others were 
) narrow that the branches of the trees 
) overhung the water as to nearly obscure 
1e river flowing beneath. Nowhere were 
ere any open or cultivated fields or any 
gn of human habitation. 

As we approached Georgetown and the 
Yemerara River, the land became more 
pen, with farms along the river banks. 


We landed at the airport thirty miles 
p the river from Georgetown. Then 
ame the hardest part of all, the trip — 
1e ride in the old Plymouth over the 
uirty miles of dirt road to Georgetown. 
Georgetown I found to be a pretty little 
ity with well laid out streets and -nicely 
ainted wooden buildings, two and three 
ories high. I received a hearty wel- 
ome from Rev. B. O. Berry and_ his 
umily. Our little chapel was too small 
) accommodate’ the people expected to 
ttend a meeting, so Brother Berry ob- 
ined the use of a near-by Church. Here

In fact, 
wherever I went in British Guiana there 
was a welcome service and a later farewell 
service. At one place, I received a wel- 
come and farewell service at the same 
time. 
The Deacon’s Prophecy 


My first work was at Georgetown. Here 
I found a little group of Sabbathkeepers, 
with benches made from lumber taken 
from a piano shipping case. There was a 
nice pulpit with a lovely altar cloth used 
by the old Georgetown Seventh Day Bap- 
tist Church, which existed in the time of 
Rev. Royal R. Thorngate, thirty years ago. 

There is an interesting history con- 
nected with this altar cloth and with the 
collection bags that are also being used. 
When the old Georgetown. Church was 
discontinued, one of the deacons took the 
altar cloth and collection bags home with 
him and told his wife to take good care 
of them, for there would some day be a 
need for them in a revived Seventh Day 
Baptist Church in Georgetown. 

The years passed, twenty-five of them, 
the old deacon died without seeing the 
fulfillment of his prophecy. But when 
Rev. Benjamin Berry returned to British 
Guiana from school at Alfred, and began 
to establish a work in Georgetown, the 
dear old woman, who had cared so many 
years for the Church altar cloth and col- 
lection bags, brought them and presented 
them to Brother Berry. Now she is joy- 
fully seeing them used — in the worship 
of God in the new Church which will 
one day spread far afield in British Guiana 
the light of the Bible Sabbath. 


Parika’s New Growth 


I think, perhaps, that I spent more time 
with the people of Parika than with any 
other Church. I visited there more than 
once. I helped them in building an addi- 
tion to their Church, which doubled its 
seating capacity. I attended the week of 
prayer and annual Communion service, 
This 
service is held at Easter time and is a 
gathering of the Churches — a sort of 
conference. It has been known as the

“Passover Week,” but for very definite 
reasons it was décided not to continue that 
name and to call it the “Annual Com- 
munion and Week of Prayer.” This meet- 
ing brought a definite spiritual uplift, and 
the result was baptism and the addition of 
ten persons to the Church. 

I spent a good weekend at Wakenaam 
where the oldest Church is at the present 
time, in British Guiana. Here Rev. Alex- 
ander B. Trotman is pastor, and I spent 
a very pleasant time in his home. I also 
visited Seventh Day Baptists at Uitvlugt, 
Charity, Queenstown, Dartmouth, and 
Pomeroon, holding night meetings along 
the way, often in the open air. 


Prospect Bright 

We were received with respect, and 
given a fair hearing wherever we held 
open-air meetings. The people were glad 
to listen to the gospel message, and we 
received many assurances that our cause 
would receive substantial support when 
we were ready to do intensive evangelistic 
and organizational work along the Esse- 
‘quibo Coast. 

I visited, during my six weeks’ stay, 
every Seventh Day Baptist group in British 
Guiana and many lone Sabbathkeepers. 
I found them faithful, trying to the best 
of their ability to live up to the teachings 
of Jesus Christ. They are enthusiastic 
workers and always eager to advance the 
work of Seventh Day Baptists: I found 
that most Guianese are sincere, God-fear- 
ing people, who, if they are shown the 
truth, will feel the necessity of accepting 
it. I believe that this quality, which is 
found not only in the Guianese but also 
in the Jamaicans, makes it easier to do 
successful evangelistic work than in more 
sophisticated countries where the people 
are not so God-fearing. 


Christian Help Needed 

These people not only need to be taught 
the will of God, but they need help in 
many other ways, for they are very poor. 
The Churches need help in their building 
programs. There is not at the present 
time a single Church which is not in need 
of repairs or under construction. This 
is work that the Churches themselves can 
and should do if they are properly encour- 
aged. This encouragement should reach 
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them in various forms. Their leaders nee 
financial help which should go throug 
the Missionary Society. 

The British Guiana field needs supe 
vision. This, also, the Missionary Societ 
can provide, if we all do our part. Or 
local Churches and organizations in th 
Church can help. Georgetown needs 4 
organ, Parika needs paint for the 
Church. This is the Church that I di 
carpenter work on when I was the 
Bibles and good books are needed, an 
there is always need for clothing af 
shoes. 

I quote froma letter I received recently 
“Now, Pastor, I'm asking you if it” 
at all possible for you to get some secon 
hand clothes for men and children 
help some who cannot come to Chure 
through lack of clothing. Other Chure 
are distributing clothing from Americ 
so quite a few people like to follow fé 
the ‘bread and fish’ as of old. It reall 
encourages some who through economié 
conditions cannot do better. Now pleas 
help me see what can be done.” 

We have a very promising field 3 
British Guiana. We have competent leac 
ers in British Guiana. These leaders ai 
energetic and capable. Let us in America 
give wholehearted support to this worl 
and to our consecrated leaders who a 
working to rebuild Seventh Day Baptis 
mission work in British Guiana.

Millions Cannot Read 


‘Tt is a tragic fact that in this twentieth 
intury, about three out of five of the 
jman race cannot read or write. With 
lvid words Dr. Frank C. Laubach, the 
jorld’s foremost promoter of literacy ad- 
ince, describes their plight: 

/You think it is a pity they cannot read, but 
e real tragedy is that they have no voice in 
iblic affairs, they never vote, they are never 
|presented in any conference, they are the silent 


lctims, the forgotten men, driven like animals 


jutely submitting in every age since the pyra- 
lids were built. 

|To these unfortunates the Bible is a 
osed book, chained and locked because 
i their illiteracy. For them it is not 
hough that the Word of God is trans 
ited and printed in the language they 
peak. 

Millions Are Learning 

But a new day is dawning. Everywhere 
here is a new interest in literacy advance. 
lot a government in the world is any 
Inger opposed to it. Two hundred mil- 
lon more adults are reading today than 
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were able to read twenty-five years ago. 
In China, Turkey, Mexico, Egypt, Ethi- 
opia, and in the British sections of Africa, 
the governments are co-operating in de- 
termined efforts to free the people from 
ignorance. The Soviet Government claims 
for its literacy campaign that now over 
90 per cent of the people can read. 


But What Will They Read? 

Dr. John R. Mott years ago said that 
the alphabet was the most dangerous tool 
in the world to put in a man’s hand. What 
he meant was that if the emerging literate 
gets hold of the subversive literature of 
the slave state or the salacious propaganda 
of godless secularism, his new release from 
the dungeon of illiteracy may easily de- 
stroy his spirit and make him a menace 
to the world’s progress. 


The Best Book of All 

Much to encourage us has already been 
done. Today the Bible is the most widely 
circulated book in the world. But until 
the fifteenth century it was published only 
in manuscript form, copies being com- 
paratively few in number. Few also were 
those who could read them. In those days 
the Bible was available in perhaps thirty 
languages. 

Now parts of the Bible have been trans- 
lated into more than eleven hundred 
tongues, and since the beginning of the 
nineteenth century a definite effort is grow- 
ing to provide such translations in all lan- 
guages. Translations of the Bible or parts 
of it have now been made for 90 per cent 
of the world’s population. In many a 
primitive tribe, the gospel, translated by 
the missionary, has been the first textbook 
for young and old alike. 


It Becomes Clear 

What could be plainer, then, than the 
ever increasing responsibility now laid 
upon the Christian people of America that 
they make the Bible in simple usable form 
available in ample quantities to those who 
are conducting literacy campaigns in the 
awakening countries of the six continents.
